internal ftrength of the kingdom—to. enlarge the refources* 


‘of the conntry by an increafe of fubfiflence, of population, 


and of wealth—-to anyment, by a va(t addition to fhe num- 


| her of the feamen, the maritime power of the empire—An 
‘undertaking fo extenfive and important, requires, on the 


part of the Dire¢tors, the moft deliberate gondudts and the 
moft authentic local information. ’ 

Under thefe impreffions, one of their earfieit meafires was 
that of foliciting information,’ as well from the publie at 
large, as from the principal inhabitants of the nurthern and 
wettern coafts of the Highlands, to which, as the natural 
feat of the Fifheries, their views are chiefly divetted: - In 
confequence of their applications, anfwers che moft fatisfac.

ed, is deflitate at prefentof any of thofe accommodations 
that the trades of a fettlement funply. And all perfons e- 
qually recommending, as the beft fituition for the Northern 
Settlement, the borders of one or other of the principal 
Ixkes in Rofs-thire; the weltern coaft of that county being 
famous fot its wonderful fhoals of herrings, and for the abun- 
dance of its cod, but vnprovided at prefent with the efta- 
blithments that are requifite for the Fifheries.
